Get Into the Ranks, 

It is worthy of note that there seems 
to be an increasing tendency among 
business and professional people to look 
toward the farm, not only as a source 
of recreation and diversion, but also as 
a means of profitable employment dur- 
ing intervals of leisure; and it is cer- 
tainly a fact that a large number of the 
successes with the farm and dairy have 
been achieved by those who have also 
been successful in other lines. This, we 
believe demonstrates very emphatically 
the responsiveness of nature as mani- 
fested in land and cattle to the appli- 
cation of those principles that count for 
success in other callings than those of 
Agriculture and dairying. Some of the 
most prominent Holstein breeders at 
the present time are men who have dis- 
tinguished themselves in professional 
life; and it it likewise true that many 
a Holstein man whose range of effort 
has been limited to the environment of 
the farm, would not fail to achieve a 
high measure of success if called to en- 
ter some other vocation. In_ other 
words, good judgment and business sa- 
gacity is worth just as much on the 
farm as in the office; and on the other 
hand, the average Holstein man is a 
good business man. It also goes with- 
out saying that the farm affords un- 
limited opportunity for the exercise of 
those qualities that contribute to prog- 
ress and development; and this is es- 
pecially the case where Agriculture is 
correlated with the raising of pure bred 
stock. 

As a rule, the farmer who is inter- 
ested in the breeding of thoroughbred 
cattle, is more than an average farmer, 
and it is probably equally true that al- 
most without exception the man who 
undertakes to establish a thoroughbred 
herd, continues to be more than an ave- 
rage farmer, while it has been demon- 
strated in cases innumerable that suc- 
cesses have been achieved on the farm, 
with the aid of pure bred Holsteins 
that would never have been possible in 
the keeping of ordinary, or high grade 
cattle. 

The farmer who buys a thoroughbred 
Holstein-Friesian bull to grade up his 
herd, takes an important step in the 
right direction, but he fails to become 
a breeder of thoroughbred cattle until 
he has also purchased some pure bred 
remales. It isn’t necessary to __ start 
with a large number; a single one may 
constitute the foundation for a great 


herd, but until one is secured, there 
can be no progress other than that of 
improving an ordinary herd. With the 
first purchase of a thoroughbred cow or 
heifer, a man enrolls himself among the 
progressive enterprising breeders of 
thoroughbred cattle. If his selection of 
foundation stock is of the 1ight kind, he 
is already well started on the road to 
prosperity. The average Holstein man 
is intelligent; the personnel of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association is of a high 
order. If you are not already enrolled 
with this great body of progressive 
Americans, which comprises not only 
the best of the rural class, but lawyers, 
doctors, teachers, school commissioners, 
judges, governors, and others of the 
highest rank in business and _ profes- 
sional circles, become the owner of a 
thoroughly good thoroughbred cow, 
and make application for membership 
in the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America.

H.-F. Breeders’ Club of New York 
SyracusE, May 3, 1905. 

The Holstein-Friesian Breeders’ Club 
of New York, met today at the rooms 
of the Chamber of Commerce, in this 
city, with a fair attendance that was 
entertained by a discussion on “Feed- 
ing For Official Records.” Mr. Ward 
W. Stevens of Liverpool, opened the 
discussion by telling of the method 
and experience of his firm in making 
official tests. His formula for grain 
mixture was as follows, 300 lbs. Bran, 
300 lbs. Biles 4X Distillers, Grains, 250 
lbs. Hominy meal, 150 Cotton Seed 
meal, and 150 Oil meal, of this mixture 
the cow is fed what she will eat up 
clean and with it is fed roots, either 
carrots, beets or turnips and ensilage, 
with some hay. Mr. Clarence Hunt 
followed and while his ration was 
slightly different from Mr. Stevens’ 
with the exception of feeding more 
Cotton Seed Meal and Cabbage instead 
of roots, the change was unimportant. 
Mr. E. H. Knapp, of Fabius, gave a 
ration that he considered properly bal- 
anced, as follows: 8 lbs. of Bran, 5 lbs. 
of Gluten, 1 lb. of Oil meal, 1 Ib. of 
Cotton Seed meal, q lbs. of Hominy, 
7 \lbs. of Clover hay, and 4o lbs. of 
ensilage. All agreed that roots were 
necessary and desirable and should be 
fed very freely, 

Mr. George. Hubble, Manager of the 
F. R. Hazard Farms, told of his ex- 
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perience at the World’s Fair at St. 
Louis an dexplained the reasons for 
some herds being fed differently from 
others, Messrs. E. A. Powell, of Syra- 
cuse, E. C. Rindge of Cortland and Mr. 
Wyckoff of Navarina, all spoke enter- 
taingly on the subject. Fifteen new 
members were elected. Secretary 
Smith, reported for the entertainment 
committee that they had made arrange- 
ments for the entertainment of the 
members of the Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation of America, at their coming 
annual meeting in June, by giving an 
informal reception in the parlors of the 
Yates Hotel in the City of Syracuse, 
on the evening of June 7th, to which 
will be invited some of the prominent 
citizens of the City and vicinity, simple 
refreshments will be served in the din- 
ing room and short addresses will be 
made by entertaining speakers. 

On account of the meeting above re- 
ferred to it was decided not to have a 
meeting of the Club in June but to 
adpourn to Wednesday, July 7th. 

The Secretary was authorized to se- 
cure speakers for the next meeting and 
it was left with him to select the place 
of meeting, in the hopes that an ar- 
rangement might be made whereby the 
Club could be entertained at the home 
of one of its members, where a prac- 
tical illuustration of the methods em- 
ployed in housing, feeding and caring 
for the cattle could be offered. On 
motion the meeting then adjourned un- 
til July 7th.

Some Kansas Holsteins. 





During an excursion for the benefit 
of the students of the Dairy and Animal 
Husbandry Department of the State 
Agricultural College of Manhattan, 
Kansas, the farm of H. B. Cowles was 
visited. We clip the following de- 
scription from the Colege paper, The 
Industrialist. Mr. Cowles has an excel- 
lent location for a dairy farm and has 
improved his opportunity for furnish- 
ing milk to the city [Topeka] by build- 
ing up a fine herd of Holstein cows. 
Mr. Cowles has had six of his herd ad- 
mitted to the advanced registry of the 
Holstein-Friesian Association. Two of 
these are deserving of especial notice: 
Wyntje Josephine 63805, a 2 year-old 
which dropped first calf at age of I 
year 8 months 27 days, and after 316 
days gave at the rate of I pound 2 
ounces of butter per day, with an ave- 
rage test of 3.98 per cent; and May De- 
Laog Mechthilde 63804, a 2 year-old, 
which dropped first calf at I year 10 
months 8 days, and after 231 days (dur- 
ing seven days test,) gave 221 pounds 
milk, butter fat 8.64 pounds, per cent 
3.9. These records with the excellent 
condition of the herd are evidences of 
Mr. Cowles’ good judgment ii? select- 
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ing and handling dairy cows. 

Mr. Cowles has two large silos with 
a capacity of 150 tons each. In answer 
to a question as to whether he con- 
sidered silage a valuable feed, he said, 
“Yes if I did not have a silo now, I 
would have one before next fall.” 
This testimony to the value of silage 
for dairy cows, from one who knows 
from experience, should help some 
dairy farmer who has not yet built a 
silo, to decide to build one for this 
season's crop and give it a fair trial. 

ere ee, 
A Good Holstein Herd. 

“About a year ago The Times pub- 
lished a record of nine cows owned by 
Nathan Mercer, of this city, which at 
that time was thought pretty hard to 
beat, they producing for the year 1903, 
69,000 Ibs. of milk; but for the year 
1904 the same cows show a still further 
increase in the amount of their produc- 
tion. The cows are of a _ celebrated 
Holstein-Friesian breed and from _ fig- 
ures verified at the cheese factory, pro- 
duced 80,921 Ibs. of milk, which, with 
what was used for domestic purposes 
and fed to calves made a total, of 82,000 
lbs. Four of the cows were high grade, 
which produced from 56 to 60 Ibs. daily, 
and the five thoroughbreds from 62 to 
70 Ibs. daily. The best cow produced 
6,450 Ibs. in four months, and a total of 
12,259 lbs. in eleven months. Another 
whose record for four months was 
somewhat smaller, had a total, how- 
ever, of 12,346 lbs. for the eleven 
months. 

The milk delivered at the factory 
brought $742.81, and the calves. that 
were sold brought $38, besides three 
thoroughbred heifer calves that were 
raised in the same year which will be 
kept in the herd. Mr. Mercer also sold 
hogs to the amount of $514.23, which 
made a grand total of $1,095.04 received 
from a farm of thirty-five acres. In 
connection it must be taken into account 
that Mz. Mercer also raises quite a con- 
siderable amount of grain of which no 
mention is made, as well as a quan- 
tity of garden stuff, which shows him 
to be a wide awake farmer.”—Hartford 
Times.

difference of her product. Compare the 
record of the best Holstein and the best 
Short-horn at St. Louis. The Holstein 
produced 282 lbs. of fat and 620 lbs. not 
fat, or 902 Ibs. total solids, equal to 352 
Ibs. butter in 120 days, while the Short- 
horn produced 208 Ibs. of fat and 446 
Ibs. not fat or 654 lbs. total solids, which 
equalled 260 Ibs. butter in 120 days, or 
92 lbs. in favor of the Holstein-Friesian 
cow in 120 days. This is a single case 
but it serves to illustrate this point. 
Fact No. 2—Some time ago I had in 
my herd two cows of the same age, 
freshened at the same time, were fed 
exactly alike; one put the produce of 
her feed into the pail the other on her 
back. At the expiration of eight months 
one was in fair working condition, the 
other was fat. I concluded to sell the 
fat one; for her I received $45. Our 
milk records showed the one I kept to 
have made $46 worth of milk in the 
time, more than the other. The dairy 
type cow was more than paying for the 
other cow every year, in the excess of 


her product, over the other cow.

In the three-year-old class the largest 
was made by a cow 3 years, 3 months, 
4 days old. She produced 524.9 Ibs. 
milk, quality 3.8; fat 19.972 Ibs. The 
next in size was of a -ow 3 years, 9 
months, 8 days old. Her record was 
551.9 Ibs. milk, quality 3.34; fat 18.431 
lbs. 

The most remarkable seven-day 
record was of a heifer 2 years, 6 
months, 10 days oid. She produced 
461.4 Ibs. milk, qual ty 3.49; fat 16.101 
Ibs. * 

Eleven thirty-day records were con- 
firmed. The largest in the  full-age 
class was made by a cow 5 ears, II 
months, 10 days old. Her record was 
1.465 lbs. milk, quality 4.78; fat 70.013 
Ibs. The second in size was made by 
a cow 5 years. 5 days old. She pro- 
duced 2,021.3 Ibs. milk, quality 3.39; 
fat 68.602 Ibs. The largest in the four- 
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year-old class was made by a cow 4 
years, 3. months, 23 days old. Her 
record was 1,768 Ibs. milk, quality 3.86; 
fat 68.218 Ibs. The second in size was 
of a cow 4 years, 3 months 18 days old; 
milk 2,028.9 lbs., quality 3.23; fat 65.578 
lbs. The largest in the three-year-old 
class was made by a cow 3 years, 3 
months, 4 days old; milk 2,176.8 Ibs., 
quality 3.54; fat 77.026 lbs. The second 
in this class was of a cow 3 years, 9 
months, 8 days old; milk 2,257.3 Ibs., 
quality 3.34; fat 75.401 lbs. The largest 
in the two year old class was made by 
a heifer 2 years, 6 months, 10 days old. 
She produced 1,859.9 lbs, milk, quality 
3.41; fat 63.344 lbs. A second in this 
class produced 1,440.2 Ibs. milk, quality 
3.21; fat 46.234 Ibs. She was 2 years, 
2 months, 9 days old at date of calving. 
Twenty-two fourteen-day records and 
three twenty-one day records were also 
confirmed. Noticeable among these 
records were two that averaged, age 
I vear, 9 months, 20 days at time of 
dropping their calves. In two weeks 
they produced 1,178.8 lbs. milk contain- 
ing 33.196 lbs. fat. 

Two records made subsequent to 
eight months from calving were also 
contirmed. <A heifer 2 years, 6 months, 
29 days old at date of drepping her 
calf made a record soon after of 270.3 
Ibs. milk containing 10.723 Ibs. fat. She 
commenced another record of seven 
days 245 days after and produced 212.4 
Ibs. milk containing 7.624 Ibs. fat. In 
the first record the average quality 
of the milk was 3.97; in the second 
record it was 3.58. She was bred 94 
days previous to close of last record. 
The other record was of a cow 6 years, 
15 days old at date of dropping her 
calf, soon after she made a seven-day 
record of 423.2 Ibs. milk containing 
13.150 Ibs. fat; three hundred and one 
days thereafter she completed a four- 
teen-day record of 535.4 Ibs. milk con- 
taining 17.349 Ibs. fat. She was bred 
go days before the close of last record. 





A Great Thirty day Record. 

Since February 15th thirteen cows 
and heifers have been admitted to the 
Record of Merit of the Canadian Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association every one on 
the strength of an official test super- 
vised by Prof. Dean of the Ontario 
Agricultural College. The amounts of 
milk and butter fat in both the seven 
day and thirty day tests are actual; the 
amount of butter in each case is est- 
mated according to the rule adopted by 
the Association of Agriculture Colleges. 
The most remarkable of these records 
is that of Mercena 3rd whose seven day 
record has been exceeded by only one 
cow in Canada and whose thirty day 
record is the largest yet reported in an 
official test in this country. The record 
of the two year old heifer Maple Grove 
Belle is also a remarkable one. The

Dear Sir:— 

Will you kindly change my address 
in your “Breeders’ Directory” to “W. 
C. Hunt, Manager, Riverside Herd, 
Stockton, Calif.” 

I commenced active opcrations here 
on the first of the month, and every 
thing is moving finely. The Ranch 
consists of about 600 acres of black, 
rich soil, located on Rough and Ready 
Island on the San Joaquin River, near 
the city of Stockton. The land is per- 
fectly level, and lies about five or six 
feet below the water in the river, and 
by the means of six flood gates we 
can irrigate any foot of this fine farm 
without a cent of expense. 

At present there are about 300 acres 
in rye grass and clover pasture, 150 
acres in barley, 75 acres of rye grass 
and alfalfa and the balance in corn, po- 
tatoes, beets and carrots. 

Today there are 374 animals in the 
herd of which at present timc, there 
are 145 cows in milk, and so far this 
month they have averaged over 5,000 
Ibs. of milk per day on grass alone, or 
an average of just about 35 lbs. each 
per day. The entire output of milk is 
reduced to cream and shipped every 
night via the river steamer to the Pal- 
ace Hotel, San Francisco, at $1.25 per 
gallon. Besides the bulls and = dry 
cows, there are over 100 calves in the 
calf barn, and 60 heifers of breeding 
age in the fields. These heifers are 
now being bred to the two great bulls, 
Romeo Aaggie “Acme of Riverside,” 
whose dam made 26 lbs. 11 oz. butter 
A. R. O. in seven days, her milk ave- 
raging 4.95 per cent fat, and “Beryl 
Wayne Korndyke of Riverside,” whose 
dam, both grand dams and 2. great 
grand dams all have A. R. O. butter 
tests that average over 25 Ibs. 4 oz. 
each. 

Without attempting to trace the 
marvelous show yard career and su- 
perb individuality of the imported bull 
“Jetze,”’ who was imported from Holl- 
and last year by this Company, and 
now stands at the head of this great 
Herd, I will inclose you his  photo- 
graph taken on April 22nd, 1905, which 
shows him in his every day clothes as 
he stands in his work here _ today. 
His superb dairy qualities, faultless 
form and docility and gentle manners, 
make him worthy of the attention of 
every dairyman and stock man in this 
country, and more especially is the 
State of California, to be congratulated 
in having such a Monarch to her dairy 
interests within her borders.

One of the most notable purchases 
from our herd during the past winter, 
which should have received — earlier 
mention through the columns of your 
valuable journal, was that of Mr. Fred 
Booth, Unadilla, N. Y., who came here 
and selected a carload of nine head, 
comprising heifers and young cows of 
exceptional quality, and the young 
bull, Korndyke Abbekerk, that was a 
year old in January. Mr. Booth al- 
ready had one or two first class Hol- 
steins in his possession, and came 
here with the expectation of buying 
two or three more to go with them, 
but after looking our stock over, de- 
cided to take a carload, and while all 
the animals included in his purchase 
are worthy of special mention, space 
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will not permit us to attempt descrip- 
tions of breeding, except in the case of 
the young bull mentioned above. It is 
seldom that a beginner with Holsteins 
purchases at the start as good a bull 
as Korndyke Abbekerk. This bull is 
not only a fine individual, but is rep- 
resentative of the most popular strains 
at the present time,—his sire being 
Pontiac Korndyke, and his dam Pon- 
tiac Abbekerk, one of the largest rec- 
ord daughters of Hengerveld De Kol. 
Pontiac Abbekerk, at a little over 2% 
years old, with first calf, made an 
official record of 479 lbs. milk, 18 Ibs. 
8.7 oz. butter in 7 days; and in 30 
days 1,927.3 lbs. milk, 72 lbs. 1114 oz. 
butter. This will be recognized as one 
of the largest records ever made by a 
two year old heifer, though it may be 
added that 18 and 20 lbs. two year olds 
are coming into rather frequent men- 
tion among the members of the Pontiac 
family. It will be remembered _ that 
Pontiac Abbekerk’s sire, Hengerveld 
De Kol, was purchased last fall by 
President A. A. Cortelyou for $1500, 
and it is also well known that the 
daughters of this great bull have been 
doing phenomenal work for the past 
year, while every new report from the 
Superintendent of Advanced Registry 
is adding a large number of large rec- 
ords to the list. We have in our herd 
10 daughters of Hengerveld De Kol, 
that have made official 7 day butter 
records at two years old, with first 
calf, averaging a little over 17% Ibs. 
each. A like number of the daughters 
of no other bull that we know of, can 
approach within four pounds of this 
high average at the same age. One of 
the Pontiacs secured in our purchase 
of Mr. Hunt’s herd, has recently made 
an official record under 3'4 years old, 
which lacked only % oz. of 25 lbs. but- 
ter in 7 days, and we have recently 
tested another at five years four days 
old, that has made a little over 283 
lbs. butter in 7 days. The best breed- 
ers are after stock bred in Pontiac 
lines, and there is a strong demand for 
young bulls representing this kind of 
blood. We don’t know of anything 
more desirable to breed from, than a 
bull from one of the best daughters 
of Hengerveld De Kol, sired by Pon- 
tiac Korndyke. The latter is proving 
a sihe of extraordinary merit; while 
only comparatively few of his daugh- 
ters have yet been officially tested, 
those that have come in milk have all 
done wonderfully well, and it almost 
looks as though this bull will event- 
ually take rank along with such sires 
as Hengerveld De Kol, and De Kol 
2d’s Mutual Paul. We have two or 
three young bulls in our herd sired by 
Pontiac Korndyke, whose dams _ are 
daughters of Hengerveld De Kol, and 
one of these we shall probably retain 
for use in our own herd. We think 
Mr. Booth was fortunate in securing 
such a bull as Korndyke Abbekerk, be- 
cause we believe the investment will 
pay him larger returns than almost any 
other he could make in a_ Holstein 
bull. The Pontiacs are every day 
erowing in popularity, and as we have 
stated the best breeders are looking 
for stock bred in Pontiac lines. Mr. 
300th is a practical farmer, and his 
only income is from the farm and 
dairy, so he appreciates the import- 
ance of keeping a class of animals that 
will bring steady returns, and pay a 
constant profit on the money invested.

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Though sixty may be the 
Suceess. age for chloroforming, the 
world still likes the suc- 
cessful young man. Among _ Holstein 
breeders there are many who have ac- 
quired a considerable measure of. suc- 
cess while yet comparatively young. 
One of these, who has been much be- 
fore the eye of the public of late, is W. 
C. Hunt, formerly of Liverpool, N. Y., 
now manager for the Pierce Land and 
Stock Company, near Stockton, Cali- 
fornia. 
It must have been a flattering offer, 
indeed, that would decide a man to give 


up the independence of an established 


and successful business of his own, to 
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leave one of the best located farms in 
the East, stocked with nearly 200 head 
of choice young Holsteins, to manage 
a Stock Company in California, how- 
ever large, and however successful it 
might be. 

Among the first successes scored by 
Mr. Hunt were several public sales of 
purebred Holsteins at Village Farm, 
then followed his appointment to handle 
the Holsteins in the dairy test at the 
Pan-American, subsequently he con- 
ducted two successful public sales of 
Holsteins for the Breeders’ Consign- 
ment Sale Co. at Sayracuse. At. the 
time of his engagement with the Pierce 
Land and Stock Company he was serv- 
ing as Association inspector of im- 
ported Holstein cattle. 

A recent letter form Mr. Hunt, pub- 
lished elsewhere in this paper, sug- 
gested this brief sketch. With the 
rare conditions of soil and climate of 
this Stockton ranch which seems to be 
nearer the conditions in Holland, the 
home of the breed than is found else- 
where in this country, the land lying 
below the level of the San Joaquin 
river, rendering it easily irrigable with- 
out expense; the evident ruling idea 
with Mr. Pierce that the best is none 
too good, and his willingness to ex- 
pend money without stint to secure the 
best; these things coupled with Mr. 
Hunt’s wide experience and admitted 
ability to successfully handle Holsteins, 
gives us not an unreasonable expecta- 
tion of great achievements in the de- 
velopment of the breed at Rough and 
Ready Island. 

We are not disposed to think of Cali- 
fornia’s climatetic conditions as by any 
means the least of her charms, and 
when she holds out such a charming in- 
vitation to Easterners as appears in 
one of Charlotte Perkins Stetson’s 
poems we do not wonder that M. Hunt 
forsook all and followed the Sirens 
voice: 

“Come here where the West lieth 
golden 
In the light of an infinite sun, 
Where Summer doth Winter embolden 
Till they reign here as one.”

calved May goth, 1886, has recently com- 
pleted a test with her 18th living calf of 
418.4 Ibs. milk, 13.611 Ibs. fat. Had it 
not been for five days of cold winter 
weather during her test I think she 
would have made 14 Ib. of fat.” 

Here is a cow nineteen years of age 
with her eighteenth living calf that has 
made an equivalent of 17 Ibs. of butter 
80 per cent fat in seven days. We con- 
sider this one of the most remarkable 
records ever made, and it opens up a 
very interesting subject—longevity of 
dairy cows. 

Ability to produce is the all import- 
ant requisite for a dairy cow. The 
recognition of this fact led the Hol- 
stein-I‘riesian Association of America 
to establish the system of seven and 
thirty day tests, which has done more 
than any other one thing for the ad- 
vancement of the breed. Later it was 
discovered that the short test did not 
always tell the whole story, that con- 
tinuence in well doing throughout the 
year was an essential factor, and the 
test eight months after calving was 
established. The trial of a single year 
has shown this test to be a crowning 
success, and a promise of great good to 
the breed. 

There is, however, another import- 
ant factor in profitable production— 
longevity, a large production through 
a long milking period and for a long 
series of years constitutes the ideal 
dairy cow. Think of the influence that 
such a cow as “Hark” must exert upon 
the breed. Longevity means _ strong 
constitutional vigor. Constitutional 
vigor is inherited. Heredity is the sub- 
stance of prepotency. Therefore, long- 
evity means a strong prepotency, and 
when coupled with large producing 
ability as in Hark the influence on the 
breed for good must be very great. 

How many dairymen find it neces- 
sary to “turn” their cows when they 
have reached the age of 10-14 years! 
How much more profitable, could these 
cows continue producing calves and 
milk for six or eight years longer! 
Take for instance, the cow, Carren 
Wase De Kol (by the way, one of the 
“thin milk breed”) who showed by a 
test 277 days after calving, a probable 
pioduction within the 277 days, of over 
20,000 lbs. of milk, and 734 Ibs. of but- 
ter fat, now, suppose she were to con- 











tinue producing like the cow Hark for 
19 years, the resulting figures would 
almost stagger credulity itself.

Milan, the Paris of Italy. 
By J. B. Wilson. 

The castle is the greatest wonder in 
Milan. The cathedral is great in its 
way, but as there are so many other 
great cathedrals, each cheapens_ the 
other. But I have seen nothing in 
magnitude, nothing to inspire such 
wonder, horror, and mightiness of an- 
cient power as this castle. It was the 
residence of the ancient dukes of 
Milan, and is a combination of for- 
tress, palace and buildings of _ state, 
situated right in the center of the city, 
and covers 30 to 4o acres. Its walls 
and towers are 80 to 200 feet high. 
Within are the palaces, armories, store 
houses, stables and open courts large 
enough to contain an army of 50,000 





men, and munitions and provisions to 
withstand a long siege. 

Both inside and outside are thous- 
ands of port holes. A deep moat en- 
circled the entire fortress. 

Here, you see how those ancient 
dukes swayed the people. They kept 
all the arms in the castle, and if the 
people uprose, they just closed them- 
selves in and were prepared at all times 
to defend themselves. A great big 
church and a great big castle was the 
secret combination by which the people 
were kept ignorant and helpless slaves 
to aristocratic and superstitious tyran- 
ny. But the day of the Duke and the 
priest is over. Free thought and com- 
merce, the great civilizers, have cast 
their mighty shadows over Italy. The 
great Dukes are no more. The mighty 
fortress and palaces are now turned 
into museums and art galleries. It is 
the oddest queerest place I have ever 
visited. I pass through the great walls 
and from court to court. The thous- 
ands of port-holes peer everywhere. 
On all sides are stern reminders of 
ancient siege and conflict. The ram- 
parts frown, the battlements strike terr- 
or to the soul. I think of battering 
ram and sword and shield and battle- 
axe and the bloody corpse-gorged moat. 

I step into a palace door and all is 
changed. Here are displayed the soft- 
ening refining influences of art, great 
galleries of sculptures and_ paintings, 
museums of archaeology, and anthro- 
pology, great rooms containing collec- 
tions of china, ivory, medals, bronzes, 
furnitures, old documents, designs, en- 
gravings, glass, codes, parchments, 
coins, scientifical works and_ historical 
archives of the town. 

One great room is devoted to Na- 
poleon. What a wonderful personality 
that man possessed. He conquers Italy, 
makes himself her ruler, sets up his 
government here in Milan, improves 
the city, builds a great arena for the 
pleasures of the people, and today, one 
of the greatest arches in the world 
stands near this palace dedicated to his 
memory. A great room is set apart, 
filled with statues, portraits and other 
mememtoes, to his honor. Strange, 
isn’t it, that this conqueror of the 
Italian people should be set up as one 
of their political gods. 

Not strange either. He imprisoned 
the pope. He made peasants princes. 
Ife made butcher’s sons grand marsh- 
als. He made commoners Kings. He 
said to the Kings of earth, “I make such 
things as you.” 

He gave the Italian people the first 
glimpse of Democracy. He made them 
feel that the best and bluest blood 
flowed in the veins of the man of merit, 
no matter what his birth.
